those which are almost wholly selfr

The third kind of realization natur-

plants is cross-fertilization, 
or 
the 
union of the sexual elements belong­

Cross-fertilization is 
accomplished through the agency of 
wind, water, insects, or birds, and the 
various devices to secure cross-fertili­ 
zation exhibited by different plants are 
most wonderful and interesting, and 
furnish an almost inexhaustible field 
for study and observation. 
Corn, or 
maize, is a go*>d illustration of this 
class of plants. 
Here the plant pro­ 
duces enormous quantities of pollen.

quantities when the plants are shaken 
by the wind. 
The pollen of any one 
plant is usually discharged slightly be­ 
fore the silks, or stigmas, of the same 
plant are ready for fertilization, so 
that the corn plant is usually cross- 
fertilized. 
In our Illustration is shown 
an ear of corn which was borne by an 
isolated plant and on which only a f e w 
kernels were developed, owing to the 
fact that th*4 silks were not in condi­ 
tion to receive the pollen from 
this 
plant at th*4 time it was distributed 
by the opening of the anthers on the 
tassel. 
The bing corn silks, or stig­ 
mas. are covered with numerous stig­ 
matic hairs —a special adaptation to 
catch floating pollen and insure cross­ 
fertilization. 
The imperfectly fertil­ 
ized ear borne by the isolated plant 
show s that iii order to secure complete 
fertilization it is necessary to grow 
large numbers of corn plants together, 
and that self fertilization does not take 
place except in a small percentage of 
the seed. 
Other plants are 
self sterile, 
and 
produce s***‘*ls only when cross-fertil­ 
ized. 
Mr. M. IU W aite 
found 
that 
many varieties of pears, such as B art­ 
lett and Anjou, are largely self-sterile, 
producing few or no fruits when jkjI- 
1 in at o*l *>nly with the pollen 
of 
the 
same variety. 
The orchards of pears 
I had been found to he unfruitful for 
J some unknown cause. 
W aite found 
, that by crossing these self-sterile va- 
: rieties with a different horticultural 
variety they were 
rendered 
fertile. 
These, like most cultivated fruits, are 
clonal varieties which are propagated 
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by budding, so that 
the 
individual 
trees of a variety are simply parts of 
the sam© individual. 
Therefore, the 
pollination of the flowers of one tree 
by the pollen of a different tree of the 
same variety is true self-fertilization. 
The recent experiments of 
W aite. 
Waugh, Beach and others have shown 
that th** barrenness of many varieties 
of plums and apples is due to self- 
sterility, ami that by placing among 
the trees of these varieties a few trees 
budded 
with 
varieties 
which 
have 
been determined by experiment to be 
good pollenizers for such varieties a 
simple remedy for this lack of fru it­ 
fulness is obtained. 
These discover­ 
ies have been of great practical vain*4 
to fruit growers, as they have made 
self fertile, but are cross fertilized 
a 
il possible to produce profitable crops 
greater or less extent by insect aid i from naturally self-fertile and uupro 
or other means.

ditions.

open, at which time the pollen is thor­ 
oughly distributed over the receptive 
Stigma, and it is probable that fecun- 
iation takes place several hours after 
th** flowers open. 
In the

of 
wheat, self pollination take" place and 
self-fertilization 
probably 
occurs 
shortly before the flowers open 


The second kind of fertilization Al­ 
ludes those plants which are highly
